J. When any owner of salt warehoused at Chittagong intends to remove it under seg- 
tion 105 for the purpose of bemg re-warehoused at Naraingunge, an application in writing, 
anecifying the name, tonnage, and master’s name of the vessel intended to convey the salt 
shall be made to the Collector of Customs, Chittagong, before 3 r.t, on the dey prior to that 
on which it 18 proposed to remove the salt, 

2. The salt. shall be conveyed from Chittagong to Naraingunge by such vessels onty 
as are approved by the Oollector of Customs, Chittagong. Each vessel must carry « special 
pass in the annexed form under the signature of the Collector of Customs, Chittagong, 
covering the consiznment of salt shipped in it. 

8. The sult can only be removed from Chittagong under a bond to be executed by the 
bonder in conformity with the requirements of section 106 of the Sea Customs Act. “The 
bond shall be in the form appended to these rules, Port clerrance shall not ‘be gra it 
after the due execution of ihe bond and afier the quantities enterad in the tally books.:heve 
beeu found to agree with those entered in the manifest (or curgo book») of amch veagalox 
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vessels. ‘Bingle bonds may be accepted for any quantity of salt not exceeding 20.000 maunds, 
and shall cover all the vessels being loaded with the quantity of salt for which the bond, in 
eaoh cave, ie given, and such vessels must, in each case, be named in the bond.

Grants of land may be given to approved applicants undertaking to introduce emigrants 
from Chutia Nagpur and Behar, including the whole of the Patna Division and the districts 
of Bhagulpur and Monghyr, on the following conditions, namely :— ; 

1.—Applications for grants under these rules shall be made to the Financial Commis- 
toner, and must be accompanied by satisfactory proof that the applicant has sufficient means 
to-work the grant. The applicant must be approved by the Chief Commissioner before 
action is taken wider tho rales hereinafter recorded. : : 
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Il.—Tho extent of the grant in each case will be determined by the Financial Com- 
missioner; but without the previous consent of the Chief Commissioner no grant shall he * 
made in excess of 10.000 acres. ° " 

I1I.—Ninety per ceut. of the,cultivators settled on the land shall be natives of Behar, 
as above defined, and Chutia Nagpur. { 

1V.—The application must gpecify the approximate area of the land, thé district and 
township in which it is situated, aud the boundaries so far as they are known.

In determiuing the class to which cach grant may belong, the character cf three-fourths of 
the area, or as ncar that proportion as is possible, is to be considered as that of the whole. 
After the expiry of 33 years, two-thirds of the rates agsessod on simifar Jand in the neigh- 
bourhood will he charg-d for G6 years, hereafter the Iaud will be Jiable to assessment 
under the law for the time being in foree. ‘ 

VIL—When the Jaud comprised in the grant is assessed ta revenue after the expiry of 
the term of 53 years, the grantee shall have the option of accepting the xcttlement of the 
land at the rates assessed, or of declining the; settlement. in which case he shail ve entitled 
to receive an allowance of 5 per cent. of the gross amount of revenue assesscd on the land, 
and the Government may make such arrangements for tho farming or leasing of the land 
for such period not excceding the period of settlement as it may determine, 

VIII.—Ten per cent. of the area shall be brought under cultivation during the first 
five years, and an additional 5 per cent. during each succeeding period of seven ycars up to 
the end of 33 years, when the grant shall become absolute. ¥ 

IX.—Subject to compliance with tho conditions above named, the grantee shall be at) 
liberty to transfer the grant during the first 33 years with the conseut of the Local Govern- 
ment; after the 33rd year the grantee shall bave a perpetual and trausferable title, subject 
ouly to the laws and reguldtions regarding tenant-right which may be passed by the 
Legislature. 

X.—The right to all mines and mineral products, coal, petroleum, and quarries under or 
within any Jand granted or leased is reserved to Government with full liberty to the Govern- 
ment, its assicgna, lessees, licensees, agents, workmen, and all other persons acting on its 
behalf or with its permission, to search for and work the same, subject to paymont of com- 
pensation on account of disturbance or surface damage. Such compensation shall be deter- 
mined by the Deputy Commissioncr 8 nearly as may be in accordauce with the law for 
acquisition of land for the time being in force. 

XI.—No person shall fell, sell, or remove for sale any teak trees standing on the land 
granted or licensed to him, except under a special license grauted under the Forest Rules. 
But any person to whom a grant or lease of land has been made may fell, scll, or remove for 
sale or for private uec, without license, any other kinds of trees, whether reserved of not, 
standing ou the land so granted or leased, provided that any timber so felled shall be ligble to 
pay the usual rate at any check station it may pass, but not elscwhere. If such person 
converts any such trees into charcoal or cutch, he shall pay the usual fee on licenses for 
the manufacture. 

XI1.—All changes in the grantec’s possession of land by transfer or succession, and all 
mortgages and partitions of his interest, shall be reported in writing-to the Thugyi of tht 
circle—in cases of succession, by the person succeeding ; in other cases, by all parties to the 
trananction—within 60 days of such change, mortgage, or partition. The Thugyi shall 
regiater the facts reported in the form of register to be prescribed, and shall obtain the 
signature of the peraon or persons reporting, and shall give the person reporting a certificate 
that the report has been made. 

XIII.—If any person, without good and sufficient cause, neglects to make the report 
prescribed under Rule XI within the time specified therein, the Deputy Commissioner 
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impose on him 8 penalty which shall not exeeed Rs. 20, with a further daily penalty not 
exceeding Re. 1 for each day for continuing breach of the condition. 

XIV.—BShould any grantee neglect to fulfil the terms specificd in these rulos, or any 
portion of them, the grant shall be resumed, or such other penalties shall be inflicted on-the 
grantee ax may be agreed upon when the grant is made. Provided that no resumption 
shali be made Without due notice having been served on the grantec requiring him to show 
cause why his grant should not be resumed, after which proceedings shall he held and a 
decision formally recorded in each case.

Rules regulating the submission of petitions to the Government of India by private persons or

1. Every petition to the Government of India, whether it hears immediately on a matter 
of Imperial policy, or hus reference to the orders or the general policy and action uf a Local 
Goverument, should be forwarded through the Local Government under which the petitioner 
is residing or is employed. But there is no objection to the petitionci’s forwarding simul- 
tancously a duplicate copy of the petition to the Government of India, if he su desires, pro- 
vided that he marks it ax a “ duplicate.” 

2. A petition may be either in manuscript or print, but must, with all accompanying 
doeuments, be properly authenticated by the siguature of the petitioner, or when the peti 
Toners are numerous, by one or wore of them, and it must conclude with a specific prayer. 

3. Every petition should be accompanied by a letter addressed to the Local Govern- 
ment, requesting its transmission to the Government of Iudia, and when any order of a Local 
Government is sppealed against by « copy of such order, as well as of auy orders passed 
in,the case by subordinate authorities 

4 Communications ou matters connected with any Bills before the Council may be 
addressed either in the form of a petition to the Governor-General in Council or i a letter 
to the Secretary in the Legislative Department, and must iu either case be sent to the 

retary to the Legislative Department. Ordiuarily such communications will not be 
answered, Except in-the case of the High Court at Fort William, sucu communications 
feom Courts, officials, or public bodies should be sent through the Local Goverumeants. 


Section I]. 
Spocial Rules regulating the submission of petitions by officers in civil employ. 
1. Every officer wishing to petition the Government of India should do ev separately.

1. Petitions should be forwarded to the Government of India by the Local Government 
with a concise statement of material facts and (unless there be special reasons for not doing 
80) au expression af opinion. 

Tf the petition is an apveal against an order of digmissal from Government service, the 
papers submitted by the Local Governm ut should show whether the charge agaiust the 
petitioner was redaced to writing ; whether his defence was taken aud reduced to writing ; 
and whether the decision was in writing. 

2, When the petition 18 not in Kuglish, the Local Government should tranxmit # 
translation with it. 

3. Local Governments are vested with discretionary power to withhold petitions 
addressed to the Goverument of India in the following cases :— 


(1) When a petition is illegible or unintelligible. 

(2) When a pention contains language which in the opinion of the Local Govern- 
ment is disloyal, disrespectful or improper. 

13) When a previous petition has been disposed of by the Secretary of State or the 
Governor-General in Council, and the petition discloses no new facts or 
circumstances which afford grounds for a reconsideration of the case. 

(4) When a petition is an application for pecuniary assistance by a person mani- 
festly possessing no claim, 

(0) When a petition is an application for employment from a person uot in the 
service of Government.

I. Every Candidate born in the United Kingdom should produce a Certificate from the 
Registrar-General of Births, Marriages, aud Deaths, or from onc of his Provincial Olficers, 
This Certificate may be obtained frum the Registrar-General in London, Dublin, or Edin- 
burgh, or from the Supermtendent Registrar of the district in which the birth took place, 

II. A Candidate bora of European parents in India may produce a Certificate of 
Baptism from the district in which he was baptised. When snch Certificates are not in the 
possession of the Candilates, an extract from the Registers kept at the India Offico will pro- 
bavly be obtainuble. 

Til. A Candidate who is a Native of India mnst have his age certified by the Govern. 
ment of India or of the Presidency or Province in which he may havo resided. 

Except as noted in paragraphs II and LI], every Candidate is expected to produce a 
Certificate of Hirth.

8. Shortly aftcr his arrival in Russia, he shall report to the India Office his address and 
the date of his cntering Russia. Any subsequent change of his address shall likewise be 
reported. 

9. The period to be spent in Russia shall not be less than eight months. As special 
value is attached to a lengthened stay in Russia, he shall not present himself for final 
examination till one year after passing the elementary test either in Eugland or India, and 
shall not be permitted to attend any intermediate examiuation held by the Civil Service 
Commissiouers. 

10, Two months before his final examination he shall notify to the India Office the 
addressin Kugland to which his order for examination should be sent by the Civil Service 
Commissioners. 

11. He shall return to England a full week before his tinal examination, and shall 
report to the India Office in writing his arrival aud the date of his quitting Russia. 

12. If he succeeds at the fiusl examination in qualifying to be an Interpreter in the 
Russian language, he shall receive a gratuity of £200 and a further consolidated sum of 
£32 or £42 in repayment of his travelling expenses to and from St. Petersburg or Moscow, 
as the case may be.

it before such medical officer has pronopuced such person to be free from

I nave the honour to submit the following report, under section 30 of Act IV (Bc) 
of 1883, of the jute screw and warehouses iu the Town of Calcutta for the year ended 31st 
March 1889. 

2. At’the close of last year there were 70 sanctioned warehouscs on the register within 
the limits of the Town, One new license was issued during the year. This makes up the 
total number of warchouses to 71. Of these, the liceuscs of two warehouses, riz of No. 25, 
Hurro Chunder Mullick’s Street, and 56, Strand Road, were cancelled during the year for 
default of payment of license fee, thus reducing the number at the end of tbe year to 69,.of 
which a complete list, arrunged according to the Acts under which they were origiually 
licensed, is appended to this report. 

3. Three applications wore received during the year for licensing existing godowns for . 
storage of jute. Of these one has been san tioned at the Speci Mecting held on the 17th 
January 1889, anc has been withdrawn, aud one has been refused for want of sufficient cart 
space. 

: 4. The three applications which were mentioned in the last year’s report as under 
consideration, viz., for No. 98, Dhurmabatta Street, Nos. 26, 27 and 23, Kassy Mitter’s 
Ghat Strect, and No. 7, Shoba Bazar Street, have been withdrawn. 

5. The total of liceusc fees realised during the year from the 69 warchouses mentioned 
above amouuted to Ks. 21,975, or Rs, 525 in excess of last year. There were two cases of 
fire during the year under report—onc at No. 11, Hurro Chunder Mullick’s Strect, and the 
other at No. 172, Ahirectollah Street. There was uo infringement of the Jute Act on the 
part of: the licensees.

Sanitary arrangements and penalties for infringing the rules relating to the same. 


44. If any person shall carry night-soil or other offensive matter through the town 
otherwise than in a closely covered receptacle, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
Re. 5. 

15. The Committee shall open a register of the sweepers engaging for the various 
quarters of the town, specifying the name or names of sweepers engaging for each of the 
limits of the quarter for the cleauliness of which they arc responsible, the spots fixed under 
section 24 of the Act upon which they are Lound to deposit dirt, and any othor detail which 
may scem necessary. Any sweepor neglecting to romove night-soil from any part of the 
quarter for which ha is rosponsible once in 24 hours shall be liable for each omission to a 
fine not exceeding Re. 1. 

16. The Magistrate may issue a notice to any occupier of a house or land within the 
town, ordering him to removeany privy or urinal that he mey have kept within ten feet of 
any public road or strect, Such notice shall give a specifio term for the romoval of the 
same, or for application to have the notice withdrawn, and oxcent the notice be withdrawn 
by the Magistrate, or due cause shown, the keeper of the privy, &c., shall be liable to a daily 
fine not excocding Rs. 3 from the date of expiry of the notice or final order until the privy, 
&e., be removed. 

17. Ifany person shall bury or allow to be buried within the limits of the town of 
Chandbally na definod in the notification, or have night-soil or other offensive matter within 
the premises occupied hy him for 12 hours, he shall be liable toa fiue which may extend to 
Ks, 20, provided that this ponolty shall not extend to mannro héaps until notice tu remove 
them has been issued by the Health Officer. Tho Magistrate may iysue notice ordering any 
person to rewovo any offensive matter that may bo buried in the premises occupied by him 
within limits within a spocific torm. Auy person neglecting to comply with such notice 
shall be liable to a daily fine not oxeveding Its. 2 from the date of expiry of notice. 

18. It any person shall dispose or canse to be disposed of within the limits of Chand- 
bally, any corpse or part of a corpse otherwise than by burning or burying it at or in some 
burning or burial ground specially set apart for that purpose by the Magistrate with the 
assent of the Health Officer for that purpose, he shall be liable to a fine not excecding 
Rs. 10. 

19. Whoever keeps carts or bullocks or any cattle in any public place within the limits 
of Chandbally for more than six hours, except in some place recognized as public camping 
ground, shait be liable toa fine not exceeding Rs. 2% for cach hour or part of an hour 
exceedivg the six hours, ; cach cart or bullock and for each other beast of draught or 
burden which he may so keep. No grouud shall be cousiderod as public camping ground 
until a notice board defining its limits shall have been set up thereon. 

20. Any person allowing lauds or premises occupiod by him within the limits as showu 
above to be used as the camping places for cattle, carts or any beasts of draught or burdeu, 
shall be bound to permit such premises to be inspected by the Hoalth Officer or Magistrate 
or auy officer they may depute, and shall be liable to any penalty provided for any infringe- 
ment of the laws or bye-laws committed ou his premises.

27, Every lodging-bouse keeper shall be bound, on the requisition by rhe Health Officer, 
to provide himeelf with tickets or tokens bearing consecutive numbers, and to furnish each 
of his lodgers with one of such tickets or tokens, 

28. For the purpose of this Act the ycar shal! be considered to commence from the Ist 
April; all licenses shall run from that date,

Objections may be preferred within ten days 
from the publication of such notice at the Municipal Office ur in the Ward, whichever is 
later; and if after due enquiry and after considering such objections (if any) the claim 
appears to be valid, the name of the petitioner shall be cutered in the register ot voters, 

V1, Atleast six weeks before the date fixed for any generg* elcction as hereinafter 
provided, a copy of the whole register, showing the persons qualified to vote, sball be 
published by the Magistrate at the Municips! Office, or, in the casc of a newly-created 
Municipality, at such place within the Mumvipality ax the Magistrate may direct. If the 
Municipalty has been divided into Wards for the purpose of election, au extract from the
